HAVING AN eighty-third birthday right on the heels 
of being the first automobile manufacturing concern 
ever to come out of a receivership is regarded as a lucky 
omen at South Bend. As one looks back over the past 
two years one cannot help but admire the fighting spirit 
shown by Paul Hoffman and Harold Vance, carrying on 
through a receivership which in most cases usually 
sounds the death knell for almost any company. Yet 
Studebaker waged a successful fight. It emerges from 
the receivership with more dealers than it had when it 
went into it. And, too, the receivers are able to boast 
that in the first year of their operations they made 
money. So that with the shackles off, the rejuvenated 
corporation has declared a New Deal of its own and 
with the loyal support of a dealer body that has stuck 
through thick and thin, it charts its course for a return 
voyage that promises to restore the prestige of the 
house of Studebaker.

SOMEWHAT OF A similar situation exists in France 
where Andre Citroen, the so-called Henry Ford of the 
French Republic, is waging a gallant battle to regain 
his lost standing. Caught by France’s belated depres- 
sion, Citroen, too, was thrown into a receivership. But 
he’s hoping he will get out soon. 

This commentator’s attention was directed to Citroen | 
by the announcement of E. R. Frederick, American | 
manager, that he has been ordered to close the Detroit 
office which he has operated for the past six years, 
purchasing supplies fer the Citroen factory. This does 
not mean Citroen has given up hope but that it has| 
been deemed expedient at this time to act thusly. 

Frederick tells me Citroen’s house is pretty much in| 
order despite the receivership. An unusual act was 
for the court to declare itself the receiver and the plant | 
is being operated by a committee of four, headed by | 
Pierre Michelin, world-known tire manufacturer, and | 
Citroen is one of the committee. 

Citroen always has been a big customer of American

the few American creditors have claims for compara- 
tively small amounts.

Gold Decision Seen Favorable to Foreign and Domestic Trade; New 
Financing Now Possible; Plants Catching Up on Stocks; January 
Sales Run 150% Ahead of 1934; AMA Plan Gives 120 Days Grace 


By removing uncertainty and clearing the 


Gold way for new financing, the decision of the 
Clause United States Supreme Court this week 
Upheld should act as a stimulant to business here 


and abroad. Boiled down to simple terms, 
the decision means that bonds and other obligations 
formerly redeemable in gold can now be paid in cur- 
rency. Under this decision new issues payable in 
current funds are placed on the same footing as earlier 
issues containing the gold clause which is now declared 
unenforceable. Naturally, so long as the gold clause in 
the earlier issues was enforceable these bonds were to 
be preferred, with the result that the new issues were 
stagnated. With the gold clause knocked out by the 
Supreme Court decision, the new issues become just 
as inviting as the gold clause issues and much new 
financing which has been held in abeyance can now be 
consummated. This should aid business generally.

Sees today, Robert C. Graham, chairman of 
Gains the export committee of the Automobile 


Manufacturers Assn., and executive vice- 
president of Graham-Paige Motor Corp. declared that 
the move should have a “decisively favorable effect on 
the export situaiion” through stabilizing exchange. 
Graham added further that the decision should have a 
very favorable effect on the domestic trade by removing 
uncertainty which has troubled business for many weeks. 
“Business,” he said, “should respond with the same 
enthusiasm as did the securities markets. The markets 
had prepared for the worst by discounting an adverse 
decision. The recovery in prices immediately following 
the court’s decision is proof that both investment and 


business communities have more confidence in the 
future.”

While the majority of plants in this 
Production section and at other points are working 
Rate Eased at capacity there has been a slight eas- 
Slightly ing in rate during the past week by 


some individual makers. This is not due 
to letting up in demand but is rather based on the fact 
that plants have been exceeding demand in order to 
build up floor stocks. This work is now well in hand, 


so that a slight shading off would be in order. The 
current daily rate for the industry as a whole has 
been estimated at about 12,000 cars daily. In the 
week ended Feb. 16, the industry turned out 82,119 
cars and trucks. The production for February will 
likely run between 350,000 and 360,000 units. This 
compares with 306,000 in January this year and 240,278 
in February a year ago. The slight easing up in some 
plants will not affect the total for the industry as other 
plants are increasing their rates. March should show 
a slightly better production than February and it is 
estimated that the first quarter totals this year will be 
in excess of 1,000,000 units.. This would compare with 
749,532 in the first quarter of 1934.

January sales of new passenger cars as 


Sales reported by R. L. Polk & Co., in the first 
Hold 18 states to report, show a total of 31,715 
Firm as compared with 12,444 in the same 


states a year ago. This is an increase 
of better than 150 per cent over last year’s figures and 
better than 46 per cent ahead of the figures in the 
same states for December, 1934. Commercial car sales 
in the same 18 states for January totaled 11,188 as 
against 6,343 in the same states a year ago. This is 
an increase of better than 70 per cent, and is also mora 
than 50 per cent above the same states during December, 
1934. On the basis of these early reports, Polk esti- 
mates January sales of passenger cars at 126,000 units 
and commercial car sales at 36,000. ADN deductions 
from these same figures place the total for the month 
a little higher or between 135,000 and 140,000 units. 
Passenger car registrations in January last year reached 
a total of 61,242 units. Truck sales in January last 
year totaled 22,309.
